COMMUNICATION IN RESPONSE TO AUGUST 30. 2004 OFFICE ACTION 


This Communication is being filed in response to the Office Action issued August 30, 2004 
by the United States Patent and Trademark Office in connection with the above-identified patent 
application. A riesponse to the August 30, 2004 Office Action is due September 30, 2004. 
Accordingly, this Communication is being timely filed. 

REMARKS 

Claims 1-30 are pending in the subject application. Note that the claims numbered 20-31 
should be renumbered as claims 19-30. 

In the August 30, 2004 Office Action, the Examiner withdrew the previous July 8, 2003 
restriction requirement. The Examiner made a new requirement. The Examiner required applicant to 
elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if 
no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The Examiner fiuther stated that upon allowance of 
a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of claims to additional species. 

In response, applicant elects, with traverse, the compound [2-(3,4-dichlorophenoxy)-5- 
fluorobenzyl]-methylamine as the "SRI anxiolytic or antidepressant" element of the claims. This 
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
